DEMOCRATS CHECK UP ON THEIR 
MACHINERY FOR MAKING NOMINATIONS.; 
Like a motor which has just returned from a long 
and ardous trip usually undergoes inspection at 
the end of the journey, so is the election machinery 
of 
Alabama 
demócrata 
now 
undergoing 
close 
scrutiny of members of the party who are more 
Interested in the future welfare of the state than 
they are in the results of the campaign just closed. 
Many of these observers profess to see more than 
one Worn part in the election machinery and others 
declare parts are obsolete and should be replaced. 
Their observations are interesting, at least. 
The second choice ballot was introduced in Ala­ 
bama several years ago to prevent the “run-off” 
pfimary. 
The intentions of those who introduced 
it doubtless were of the best, but there is serious 
doubt that in its pratical application it has been 
an asset or. a liability, • 
In most of those states which do not have the 
second choice vote, a “run-off" primary is necessi­ 
tated unless one candidate for a given office ob­ 
tains a majority. 
It is said in favor of thia plan 
that it never permits a minority of the voters to 
carry an election. 
It must be admitted this argu­ 
ment is hard to side-track. 
On the other hand, the “run-off" primaries are 
costly political processes and cause campaigns to be 
more extensive as well as more expensive. Natural­ 
ly this condition would serve to favor the rich can­ 
didate over the poor one. 
After all is said and done, however, the elections 
are not held in the interest of candidates, but In the 
interest of the people as a whole and the manner of 
conducting the balloting which best aerve^ the state 
is the one which should be adopted in Alabama. 
The late campaign in Alabama impresses vividly 
the fact on those who will ta le the trouble to look, 
that the present primary laws permit the nomina­ 
tion of a candidate by a minority of the voters. The 
Daily does not undertake to say that the minority 
would he always wrong, or always right, but it is 
reasonable to suppose that should Alabama ever 
become other than strictly a one-party 
common­ 
wealth, that there would be grave danger to party 
success in permitting the selection of a nominee by 
less than a majority of the democratic voters. 
The democratic executive committee could spend 
its time far less profitably than by giving earnest 
consideration to possibility of amending the pres­ 
ent laws to give the majority voters of the state the 
opportunity to register their choice. 
Another condition which the democratic party it­ 
self is unable to change, but which the democratic 
party might persuade the law-making bodies to 
change is that of placing a $10,000 limit on sena­ 
torial and gubernatorial candidates. 
Few political 
leaders will not admit that a campaign for either 
office costs more than $10,000. 
Thinking citizens 
realize such is the truth. Then if we know 
that 
someone, somehow, must spend more than $10,000 
in behalf of a candidate in nearly all races, would 
it not be better to repeal a law which we know, by 
reason of necessity, must be evaded, if not violated? 
While the committee is considering how to im­ 
prove the election machinery, would it not be well 
to incorporate in the code two provisions regarding 
candida fes themselves? One of these, The Daily be­ 
lieves, should prohibit any employe of the state from 
becoming a candidate. 
Tty* would necessitate 
a 
state employe giving up kis1 Office if he desires to 
make a campaign. 
It would be a hardship on the 
candidate’s but it would save considerable expense 
to Alabama. 
The- Daily believes also that it would he wise to 
prohibit any candidate for state office from riding 
on any public conveyance on a “pass." 
The Daily, in other words, believes that it would 
be a policy of wisdom to take the unfair limit off 
campaign expenditures, put every candidate on an 
equal footing and let them go ahead with their cam­ 
pa ^n for votes.
